la the early part of the 19th Cen- 
tury, Salem, Massachusetts was the 
most important seaport on the 
Atlantic coast. Its ships sailed to 
all parts of the world— to China, 
the East Indies, the Fiji Islands, 
South America and the West Indies. 
During the Revolutionary War its 
vessels captured the British cruisers, 
and again in the War of 18 12 Salem 
captains led the naval service of the 
United States. Back of the town 
was Witch's Hill, where the women 
who were thought to be witches 
were hanged in the Puritan times. 
It was In this town of Salem that 
Nathaniel Hawthorne was horn, in 
1804, and here he passed his boy- 
hood. He went to school and 
church and spent many hours alone 
reading, as he never had many 
friends among boys of his own age. 

r 11 1821, in his seventeenth year, he 
entered Bowdoin College in Mrine. 
There he made friends with Henry 
Wadsworth Iyongfellow and Franklin 
Pierce, afterwards President of the 
United States. When he had finish- 
ed his college course, he returned to 
to Salem, where he spent the next 
twelve years working in the Customs 
House there, and writing stories and 
sketches which were afterward pub 
lished in books called, Twice-Told 
Tales, and The Snow Image. His 
novel, The Scarlet Letter, was 
published in 1850. The scenes of 
the House of Seven Gables, which 
was his next book were laid in Salem. 
He wrote two books of beautiful 
stories for children, The Wonder 
Book and Tanglewood Tales. 

In l8 53, his old friend and school- 
mate, President Pierce, appointed 
1 1 awthorne American Consul at 
Liverpool. He Spent seven years 
in Kngland and Europe traveling, 
and while there wrote the Marble 
Faun, 

Hawthorne's stories are the finest 
work ever done by an American 
writer. His style of writing is per- 
fect. During the last few years of 
his life his health was delicate and 
he died suddenly at Plymouth, New 
Hampshire, in [864, while on«a trip 
with ex- President Pierce.

The story was that at some future 
time, a child should be born in that 
region, who should become the 
greatest and noblest person of his 
time, and whose countenance in 
manhood should bear an exact re- 
semblance to the Great Stone Face. 

The old people, and the young 
people, too, believed this story, 

When Ernest heard it he said, " I 
do hope that I shall live to see him." 

Ernest never forgot the story that 
his mother told him 

He spent his childhood in the cot- 
tage he was born. He was a dutiful 
and helpful boy, quiet, but intelli- 
gent, and sun-browned with labor in 
the fields. 

When the toil of the day was over 
he would gaze at the Great Stone Face 
for hours, until he began to imagine 
that the Stone Face recognized him 
and gave him a smile of kindness 
and encouragement.

But neither the 
National Guard nor the Regular 
Army has even taken into I 
deration the advantages it would 
offer under conditions that made 
the sound of the voice, or even the 
bugle, ineffectual. 

There is no doubt but a know- 
ledge of the manual alphabet, to a 
degree [that accomplishes quick 
spelling and reading of the letters 
and words, would be of consider- 
able value in both military and civic 
life. However, our fortunate breth- 
ren who are blessed with hearing and 
speech, find other matters engross- 
ing their attention that seem much 
more important than the study of 
new forms of communicat 

In the Navy they have the wig- 
wag signals with small flags, which 
are in reality nothing more th 
series of conventional signs. In 
any event, the principle involved in 
such signaling is analogous to the 
sign language of the deaf, in that 
the signals are addressed to the eye 
alone, and hearing plays no part and 
has for the time being kn uncoi 
dered value. Silence takes the 
place of sound, vision takes the 
place of hearing. 

The hand alphabet in the Navy 
would be too small to be readable 
at the distances the wig- wag sys* 
effectually bridges. 

But the natural signs] which the 
deaf use might be very useful to 
both land and sea forces. They 
would surely be as accurate and 
many times quicker than wig- 
wagging. 

A vocabulary of words most fre- 
quently used, and phrases found in 
the code books, could easily be 
dered into the sign language and 
transmitted at will over any dis- 
tances that field glasses coul 
er legif 

The high officials in that fast- 
growing organization, The Boy 
Scouts, have made inquiries about 
the manual alphabet of the deaf, 
with a view to adopting it among 
the boys. They have also looked 
to the merits of the sign-language, 
but we fear the thoroughness of their 
ions has been hindered by 
a lack of living exponents. The

of the Boy Scouts movement some

It is likely that the verbal descr 

>n* involved too much study 
uninitiated. What is needed is 
some competent individual to g 
demonstrations.

tioos of youth, such as 
Scouts.
